Mr. Yamanaki with the use of a board rigged 
with an X-ray circuit gave a demonstration of 
how X-rays are produced from a commercial 
supply of electricity and Mr. Bradley spoke on 
“Diaphragms” and their use in eliminating sec- 
ondary fog. 

A discussion then followed as to how a re- 
quired amount would be raised for the forth- 
coming International Convention, but no deci- 
sion was reached. The meeting was then ad- 
journed and the group retired to the cafeteria 
where refreshments were served. 

The February meeting of the Central Section 
was held on February 22nd at the St. Catharines 
General Hospital. The technicians were wel- 
comed by Dr. Zumpstin, radiologist. There 
were two papers during the evening, one on 
Gall Bladders by Mr. Burt McBride, the other 
entitled “Interesting Aspects of Radiology” by 
Dr. McPhilips, assistant Radiologist. Dr. Mc- 
Philips’ main topic from this broad field was 
“spines”. 

It was announced a raffle would be held to 
raise the amount needed for the convention. 

The meeting was then adjourned and a social 
hour was enjoyed with refreshments being 
served. 

On Wednesday, April 24th, a most interest- 
ing meeting was held at the Women’s College 
Hospital, Toronto. 

It was particularly unfortunate that a heavy 
thunderstorm came up just about the time people 
would be leaving for the meeting. This delayed 
out-of-town visitors and doubtless discouraged 
some of the Toronto members. Hence the at- 


tendance was disappointingly small—only about 
thirty-five—half the number expected. Mrs. 
Betty Mills, chief technician at the hospital, in- 
troduced the subject of Gall Bladder Examina- 
tions, mentioning the value of the two-dose 
method in certain cases and also showed her 
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ingenuity in the matter of compression. She 
discovered some plastic Easter eggs, which, 
placed on the table with the patient lying on 
the rounded surface of the half-egg, gave far 
better radiographs of the area, sometimes re- 
vealing stones which were not discernible in the 
flat film. Dr. Forbes, radiologist, described the 
methods used and the indications for intraven- 
ous cholangiography and Dr. Gray, surgeon, 
dealt with the matter of operative cholangiog- 
raphy, which they have classified into A, B and 
C groups according to the type of case and 
methods used. These three talks proved to be 
most informative and were delivered in an inter- 
esting manner. Mrs. Mary Cameron expressed 
our thanks to the speakers for their presentation. 

The evening concluded with an unusual series 
of Kodachrome slides, “The World of X-Rays,” 
presented by Mr. Dick Robinson, Canadian 
Kodak representative. These dealt with the 
many other uses of x-rays besides those with 
which we are familiar, including Fossils, Mum- 
mies, Metallurgy—with a huge radiograph of a 
whole car on one film and with one exposure— 
Botany, Art and many other interesting facets. 

After particularly good refreshments which we 
were sorry more were not there to enjoy, the 
members proceeded to the new five-room x-ray 
department and studied the many possibilities of 
the three General Electric Imperial units recently 
installed, Mr. Charlie Moye, G.E. representative, 
answering the many questions evoked by these 
handsome machines.

other,” is without a doubt the key- 

note of radiography. Universal 
acceptance has proven that his approach 
is eminently successful for demonstrating 
most pars of the human skeleton, but ex- 
perience has shown that there are regions 
where rigid adherence to this fundamental 
principle will only lead to disappointing 
results. Recourse in such situations to 
less simple alternatives as gadgetery, 
angulation, stereoscopy, etc., becomes 
mandatory. In other words empiricism 
must make way for a reasoned line of 
action. 


7. WO views at right angles to each 


The mandible is one of these trouble- 
some parts. Even modified application of 
the basic axion of radiography leaves 
much to be desired. The routine practice 
prevailing almost everywhere is to make 
P.A. and angled lateral views of the body 
and ramus of one or both sides. It is com- 
mon knowledge however that these views 


do not depict all the anatomical features 
of the mandible. 


Anatomically, the mandible is a com- 
plex of angles, arches and processes 
moulded into symmetrical halves. Its sur-

faces occupy a variety of horizontal, ver- 


tical and oblique planes. The heads, 
necks, coronoid processes, rami and bodies 
of one side are superimposed upon their 
opposites of the other side in a true lateral 
x-ray projection. This inherent disadvan- 
tage is further compounded because of 
masking of the mandible by superimposed 
shadows when the structures in proximity 
to it are taken into consideration. Por- 
tions of the cervical spine, base of the 
skull and maxillae are incriminated in this 
respect. 


It becomes perfectly obvious therefore 
that the routine views in popular use are 
simply not adequate to provide a compre- 
hensive examination of the mandible. 
Logically, the solution for this deficiency 
might seem to be the making of numer- 
ous views from every conceivable angle. 
This of course brings up the question of 
practical considerations. Does the yield 
of information obtained justify routinely 
grinding out a thick pile of films for each 
and every examination of the mandible? 
Applying the simple common sense to the 
problem the answer should be found in a 
compromise. 


For routine practice the standard P.A. 
and angled lateral views of the body and 
ramus remain worthy of recommendation. 
They are excellent as far as they go. But 
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for the clarification of any doubts or 
suspicions from these projections, supple- 
mentary views of the mandible are indi- 
cated usually upon the initiative of the 
radiologist in the light of the individual 
problem posed by the case at hand. In 
this day of high overhead expenses and 
radiation consciousness, there is a strong 
tendency to prune away anything that 
might possibly be reundant. Supplemen- 
tary x-ray views of any part of the body 
are therefore not always made routinely. 
Unfortunately because of this tendency, 
the appropriate technics are often forgot- 
ten and as a consequence, their value is 
neglected. It is one of the purposes of 
this paper to re-emphasize the importance 
of such views of the mandible and to 
illustrate how easily they may be obtained 
on an almost empirical basis. No new 
views need be invented because all the 
extra information desired may be found 
on various projections of the skull which 
are ordinarily made to show parts other 
than the lower jaw. In addition some 
new and slightly unorthodox concepts 
pertaining to lateral views of the mandible 
will be introduced. 

The need for a revision of the technic 
for lateral radiography and the range of 
usefulness for supplementary views of the 
mandible will perhaps be best defined by 
listing a classification of the problems that 
are encountered in positioning the patient 
and demonstrating its various parts. 

1. Problems in positioning the patient 
for the lateral view. 

(a) Difficulty with patients having 
short thick necks, including infants. 
Difficulty with patients having a 
kyphotic dorsal spine or very heavy 
shoulders. 

Difficulty with patients on whom 
external Roger Anderson splints 
have been applied. 

Difficulty experienced by students 
in accurately lining up the tube, 
mandible and cassette.

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2. Problems in demonstrating parts of 
the mandible not usually well shown on 
the routine views. 

(a) Demonstration of the coronoid pro- 

cesses. 
(b) Demonstration of the symphysis 
menti and arch of the mandible. 

(c) Demonstration of the condylar pro- 

cesses (heads) especially following 
fracture through the neck of the 
mandible. 

(d) Demonstration of pathology of the 

alveolar process. 
Part I. Some new concepts for lateral 
radiography of the mandible 

The problems concerned with obtaining 
lateral views of the mandible will be con- 
sidered first. Please take warning that 
some slightly unorthodox, but nonetheless 
effective ideas will be introduced with a 
view to encouraging simplicity yet not at 
the sacrifice of quality. 

Because the mandible is such an odd 
shaped structure, careful thought should 
be given to the selection of an easily 
recognizable landmark to adopt as a start- 
ing point from which to begin the posi- 
tioning of the patient. The tip of the chin 
merits careful consideration in this re- 
spect, chiefly because anyone, even with- 
out a knowledge of anatomy, can identify 
it. Next, and again in the interest of sim- 
plicity, it is recommended that the patient 
be placed prone upon a horizontal table 
with the sagittal plane of the head paral- 
lel to the table top. If necessary a thin 
pad under the head may be used to achieve 
this position. Then to separate the man- 
dible as much as possible from the 
cervical spine the patient should extend 
or “jut” his chin forward. Finally, to 
complete the preparations, the patient is 
so placed that the tip of the chin is just 
at the mid line of the table. This position- 
ing of the patient might perhaps seem 
somewhat unorthodox, but it must be ad- 
mitted that it has the advantage of guar- 
anteeing correct placement of the man- 
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dible every time. If necessary, the head 
may be immobilized by sand bags or a 
compression band. With the patient so 
positioned a vertical x-ray beam is auto- 
matically ruled out because it would pro- 
ject the two sides of the mandible upon 
one another. Obviously, the beam must 
be directed at an angle to the patient. 
Because it is desirable that the bucky grid 
be used, the only alternatives to choose 
from are cephalad or caudad directions. 
Cephalad angulation with the beam 
directed to the tip of the chin is suggested 
to start with. The amount of angle will 
be determined by the height of the 
shoulder. If this does not force one to 
use too vertical an inclination a satisfac- 
tory projection will be obtained. This 
is done for both sides of the mandible 
using a 10” x 12” film, half of which is 
masked off when the exposure is being 
made on the opposite half. The paired 
“mirror image” ararngement of the two 
halves of the mandible on a single film 
is very convenient for viewing. 

As a refinement of this general view 
just described, one can show the ramus 
extremely well if the chin is raised slight- 
ly away from the table. Conversely the 
body will be displayed to good advantage 
if the chin is depressed a bit towards the 
table top. 

If the procedure so far described does 
not result in good separation of the com- 
ponents of the two sides of the mandible 
it is usually because the patient’s shoulder 
was so high or neck so short that the 
x-ray beam was almost vertical. In such 
instances by further recourse to imagin- 
ative and unorthodox thinking a satis- 
factory solution will be found. This 
demands directing the x-ray beam in a 
caudad direction at about 25° through the 
point of the chin. It must be realized 
that this modification is effective because 
it is the side of the mandible away from 
the table top which is projected in the 
clear and not the side nearest the table. 
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If a target-film distance of at least 40” is 
used magnification distortion will be 
negligible. This technical variation is 
particularly effective when the presence 
of external metal splint bars makes 
it impossible to place the fractured 
side of the mandible close to the film. 
When using the caudad angle, care must 
be exercised to be sure that the left mark- 
er is placed on the film when the right 
side is next to the table and vice versa. 


Part II. Supplementary views for 
the mandible 


The problems concerned with the 
demonstration of the coronoid processes, 
condylar process, symphysis menti and 
the zlveolar process can be very conveni- 
ently resolved by using certain views 
which are ordinarily routinely made for 
other parts of the skull. By fortunate co- 
incidence they display the required parts 
of the mandible to very good advantage. 

The coronoid process is usually visible 
on the angled lateral view of the ramus, 
but is obscured on the routine P.A. view. 
An excellent P.A. projection of this part 
is to be found on the P.A. film usually 
used for the maxillae or facial bones. 
This is the so-called nose-chin posi- 
tion where the orbito-meatal line is set at 
45° to the table top and a vertical x-ray 
beam passes through the maxillae. 

The symphysis menti is noted for being 
obscured on both P.A. and lateral films 
of the mandible. Most textbooks sug- 
gest using an occlusal film in the mouth 
with the x-ray beam directed upwards 
from below the extended chin. It may 
however also be shown very well along 
with the whole arch of the mandible on 
the vertico-submental view which is so 
popular for the demonstration of the 
sphenoidal sinuses. The patient is posi- 
tioned in the prone position with the chin 
thrust forward and the x-ray beam 
directed at 90° to the centre of the orbio- 
meatal line. 
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The condylar processes or heads of the 
mandible are set into the articular fossae 
of the tempero-mandibular joints in front 
of the mastoid processes and consequently 
are hidden in the routine P.A. view of the 
mandible. It is useful to be able to 
demonstrate the degree of displacement of 
these parts when fractures occur through 
the neck of the mandible. This may be 
achieved by using the occipital or Townes 
view of the skull (Fig. 5). The patient is 
placed in the supine position with the chin 
depressed on the chest. The x-ray beam 
is ankled 350°-40° caudad and centred to 
the upper edge of the forehead. 

Not infrequently patients are referred 
for x-ray examination of the “jaw” 
because of the presence of submandibular 
soft tissues swelling. In many instances, 
the responsible pathology may be located 
in the alveolar process which supports the 
teeth. It is suggested that where any 
suspicion of this exists, that the examina- 
tion be supplemented with intra oral den- 
tal films because root abscesses are much 
better demonstrated by the latter technic. 


Conclusion 

1. The concept of using the point of the 
chin as the primary positioning landmark 
and a caudad inclination of the x-ray beam 
for elimination of some of the difficulties 
of lateral radiography of the mandible has 
been introduced. 

2. Supplementary views have an im- 
portant place in radiography of the man- 
dible as the solution for sundry diagnostic 
problems which arise from time to time. 
A realization that the desired information 
may be obtained from other common skull 
projections makes it unnecessary to bur- 
den the memory with a variety of extra 
technics.

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ORIENTATION LABELS FOR RADIOGRAPHS

being a unique facsimile of some 

definite part of the anatomical 
structure of a given individual at a par- 
ticular isolated point in time. In other 
words it is a static representation of but 
one instant in the dynamic flow of life. 
Unlike the living organism represented it 
has neither a past nor a future. 

Now we give very serious and close 
attention to the matter of correct identi- 
fication of this radiograph with the 
patient examined and quite rightly so. 
But time-wise we are accustomed to 
orientate our radiographs rather grossly, 
as a rule showing the date, month and 
year only. To those who take pride in 
punctuality and precision, it is perhaps a 
little disturbing to realize that, chrono- 
logically speaking, the accuracy of our 
labels on radiographs is correct to within 
only twenty-four hours. This is a rather 
liberal tolerance in contrast to the allow- 
ances permitted in physical science gen- 
erally, but radiography as a whole is not 
really an exact science and so for prac- 
tical purposes such a wide latitude is 
accepted as not unreasonable. However, 
practical considerations notwithstandng, 
we remember that there do exist situa- 
tions in radiography when the time 
dimension merits our close attention. 
These are the examinations where the 
sequence of, or the interval between, expo- 
sures must be recorded on the film for 
chronolopical orientation as a prelude to 
interpretation. 

But not only is the time element to be 
considered in the labelling of some radio- 
graphs. There are other occasions when 
due recognition must be given to the 
matter of spatial orientation. This is to 


A RADIOGRAPH is recognized as 
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a certain extent, the consequence of im- 
provements in x-ray equipment and inno- 
vations in technique which have appeared 
within recent years. These influences 
have encouraged a swing away from the 
recumbent position for the patient under- 
going radiography. 


Now a substantial proportion of work 
is done with the patient in the erect posi- 
tion, not to mention other spatial arrange- 
ments such as the lateral decubitus and 
semi-erect positions, etc. No longer may 
one piew a radiograph and assume with- 
out questioning that it was made with the 
patient recumbent. Among physicians 
and surgeons there has been a growing 
realization of the value and necessity for 
various erect and other special positions. 
Spatial orientation labelling of films has 
therefore become a necessity in many 
radiographic examinations. 


Adequate orientation labelling both 
chronological and spatial has a twofold 
benefit. First, it indicates clearly what 
was done and conversely this teaches 
doctors what to ask for, thereby facilitat- 
ing the handling of patients in the x-ray 
department. If I may digress for a 
moment, I might suggest that if every 
chest film were to be labelled PA, the 
request for “AP” chest films would 
noticeably decline and thus bring to an 
end a long-standing hypocrisy which 
exists in practically all x-ray departments 
throughout the country. 


Chronological and spatial orientation 
of radiographs is not new. In one way 
or another most x-ray departments find 
its use necessary to some extent at least. 
For instance, marking radiographs to in- 
dicate their sequence and interval is 
almost universal in intravenous urog- 
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raphy. The use of opaque rotating 
register devices, lead numerals or hand- 
writing are some of the methods of label- 
ling encountered from institution to an- 
other. All are simply a means to the 
same end. In the critical analysis of any 
procedure one is entitled to ask, among 
other things; is it neat and efficient? 
Lead numerals are neat but have a tend- 
ency to become lost. Make shift replace- 
ments then appear, the worst of which 
are, without a doubt, “scratch mark” 
figures. There is probably nothing that 
detracts so much from the appearance of 
otherwise excellent films than untidy 
orientation and identification markers. 
One has only to recall how such defects 
stand out on films sent in from elsewhere 
to blush at the thought of how one’s own 
films might look to others when loaned 
out. It is uggested that good discipline 
in any x-ray department might begin with 
insistence on neat labelling because it 
would be set upon the firm foundation of 
an appeal to the radiographer’s aesthetic 
sense and pride of workmanship. This 
thought is to be especially recommended 
wherever students are in training. 

It is the purpose of this paper to de- 
scribe a method of orientation labelling 
which has been found useful. It is 
realized that there are other approaches 
equally satisfactory and perhaps even 
better. The system described is neat, 
flexible, informative and available to any- 
one on an inexpensive do-it-yourself basis. 

The materials required are: 

1. B.B. shot—size No. 6 (costs about 

60 cents per lIb.). 

2. Le Page’s Bond-Fast plastic glue. 

3. Scotch tape or double faced paper 

adhesive glue. 

Any desired label is very simply pre- 
pared (Fig. 1) by sprinkling shot at ran- 
dom on the sticky tape and rolling it into 
the form of letters or figures with the tip 
of a pencil. The liquid plastic is then 
poured over it and allowed to set for three 
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to four days. Ifa special label is required 
for immediate use the laid out shot may 
be covered with a second layer of tape. 
This will of course lack durability and is 
to be considered a temporary expedient 
only. 

What is the purpose and scope of orien- 
tation labelling? First and foremost, re- 
member that it is to provide information 
regarding chronological and spatial fact- 
ors in the radiographic technique which 
will influence possibly the radiological 
interpretation. 

In bedside and operating room radiog- 
raphy, many unpredictable situations are 
encountered. Here then is a field where 
orientation labelling will be useful. To 
begin with, all such films should be 
labelled “PORTABLE,” to remind the 
physician viewing it that he must make 
allowances for certain inherent and un- 
avoidable technical shortcomings such as 
the use of a short target-film distance 
instead of 72” for a chest, respiratory 
movement in a very rapidly breathing or 
unconscious patient or the presence of 
stationary grid lines on an abdomen or 
skull film. 

It is of some importance for the physi- 
cian to know if a portable chest film was 
made in the supine, semi-erect or erect 
positions because pleural effusions and 
the heart may present a different appear- 
ance on each. Accordingly supine, semi- 
erect or erect and AP or PA labels are 
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used. (Fig. 2*.) 

In the operating room, radiography is 
frequently utilized to check on the effect 
of manipulation in the reduction of frac- 
tures and dislocations. The first film 
made should bear the portable label so 
that the radiologist who later interprets 
them will know where the radiography 
was done. Each set of subsequent films 
made during the operation should be 
marked 2, 3, 4,—etc., even if only by a 
notation in pencil on the dry film before 
it is developed. If this practice is fol- 
lowed there can be no argument about 
which films represent the final result 
achieved by the surgeon. 

Radiography of the so-called “acute 
abdomen” has in recent years been influ- 
enced by a wider knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of intra-abdominal hydro-statics in 
relation to gas in the intestines or free in 
the peritoneal cavity. Depending on the 
condition suspected, a variety of films 
may be called for including in some cases 


AP views with the patient in the supine,

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erect or left lateral decubitis positions. 
Because such examinations are frequently 
required as emergencies during the night 
or over the week-end, the films are not 
always seen initially by the radiologist. 
It is therefore important for the benefit 
of internes or physicians who don’t fre- 
quently see such films that they be ade- 
quately labelled. Thus the viewer will be 
reminded of the spatial relationship 
between patient and x-ray beam and will 
know where to look for evidence of pneu- 
moperitioneum or intestinal air-fluid in- 
terfaces or fluid levels as they are more 
commonly called. Although not required 
as frequently as spatial orientation, exact 
chronological data becomes important on 
films of the abdomen in certain circum- 
stances. These include new born infants 
and any patients on whom a series of 
comparative films are made within a 
twenty-four hour period. This can be 
done by a lead numeral and an AM or 
PM label, or simply by jotting down the 
time on one corner of the film identifica- 
tion stencil, writing with a pencil on the 
dry film before developing it or making 
a notation on the requisition. 

Conventionally, the chest is radio- 
graphed in the PA erect position. Any 
departure from this routine should be in- 
dicated because it may influence the inter- 
pretation of the film. Such occasions are 
when patients brought to the x-ray de- 
partment on a stretcher are found to be 
too weak or unable to stand erect and an 
AP supine view is made or when a PA 
film is made in the lateral decubitis posi- 
tion to demonstrate shifting of pleural 
fluid. Having a lordotic film of the chest 
appropriately labelled will often save time 
explaining what it is to someone not too 
familiar with the view. 

In most hospitals, the times at which 
films are made during intravenous urog- 
raphy follow a fixed routine pattern in 
nearly all cases. The appearance of these 
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films is enhanced by neat informative 
labelling indicating, in addition to the 
timing, whether the patient is in the 
Trendelenberg, supine or erect positions 
and if compression has been applied to 
the ureters. If extra delayed films are 
made, they should be marked to show the 
length of the time interval between them. 
In retrograde urography emphasis is 
more on the sequence in which films are 
made rather than the interval between 
them. However, if a delayed film is made 
it should be labelled to show the duration 
of delay. 

Cholecystography has undergone much 
change in the past few years. It is now 
fairly common practice to make at least 
one film in the erect or lateral decubitis 
position in order to demonstrate coales- 
cence or stratification of small calculi or 
the absence of shifting that is character- 
istic of polypi. For proper orientation of 
the viewer such films should be labelled. 
So also should the film made after a fatty 
stimulus. In intravenous. cholecysto- 
angiography time markers are essential to 
indicate the sequence and interval be- 
tween the several films made. 

It has been suggested that at least one 
film in an examination of the sinuses be 
made in the erect position in order to 
differentiate fluid or pus from other con- 
ditions. 

Chronological labelling of gastro-intes- 
tinal tract films is required whenever 
serial radiographs are made to observe 
the passage of a barium meal through the 
intestines. Films at hourly intervals as 
long as required by the radiologist is the 
usual practice. 

In examination of the colon labelling of 
the post evacuation film has been sug- 
gested but does seem a little superfluous. 
The AP and PA stereo pairs of a double- 
contrast enema examination should be 
labelled supine and prone respectively or 
simply AP and PA. 
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The different problems for 


which 
obstetrical radiography is required each 
demands special spatial arrangements of 
the patient, x-ray beam and film. The 
foetus is usually radiographed with the 


mother in the recumbent lateral and 
either recumbent prone or supine posi- 
tion, depending on the stage of pregnancy. 
For pelvimetry a true lateral view is most 
readily obtained with the patient in the 
erect position. If the Snow method of 
pelvimetry is used it is important to know 
the target-film distance before calcula- 
tions can be made from the special slide 
rule. 

In placentography where Whitehead’s 
soft tissue technique is supplemented by 
Reid’s gravitational technique, AP and 
lateral views of the lower abdomen are 
required with the patient semi-erect at an 
angle of 45°. For the Thom’s view of the 
pelvic inlet the patient is in the sitting 
position. In order to orientate the viewer 
so that he may take into consideration the 
patient’s position in his interpretation, 
labelling of the film is necessary. 

To those having equipment for angiog- 
raphy, the importance of marking the 
sequence of films is fully appreciated. In 
tomography, labelling of the tissue planes 
cut through is necessary for interpreta- 
tion and localization of pathology. 

In addition to chronological and spatial 
orientation, one might wish to record 
technical data on the film. Arrows to in- 
dicate to direction of stereo shift are use- 
ful. The suggestion has been made that 
the films of a stereo pair to be viewed by 
the left and right eye might be labelled 
OS and OD following the terminology of 
the opthalmologist. 

Orientation labelling might be said to 
have begun with the use of left and right 
markers. The suggestions described 
above are then really just extensions of a 
fundamental principle. Right and left 
markers are so taken for granted that we

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The Canadian Saciely of Radiological Technicians 


was incorporated under the laws of the Dominion of Canada in 1943.

A standard examination for membership in the Canadian Society of Radiological Technicians 
is set by the Dominion Examining Board, held under the direction of the various member societies. 


Having passed this examination, a member shall be entitled to known as a “Registered Techni- 
cian” (R.T.). 
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perhaps don’t immediately appreciate that 
they are the most important orientation 
labels of all. They are so fundamental 
(hat one might suspect any comment in 
this connection to be entirely superfluous. 
Nevertheless at the risk of redundancy I 
would like to emphasize a couple of points 
which have emerged from our interest in 
orientation labels in general. First of all, 
it has probably become obvious that here 
you have a method of making R. and L. 
markers yourself when you suddenly find 
that your regular supply has become ex- 
hausted through repeated losses at the 
laundry. The larger size B.B. shot, e.g., 
No. 2 or 3, is best for this purpose if burn- 
ing out is to be avoided on films requiring 
high energy such as skulls. 

Then there is the problem of orienta- 
tion of the left and right sides of the 
patient on oblique views of the chest and 
spine. Considerable confusion exists be- 
cause no uniform method is used in all 
laboratories. All doubt can be eliminated 
if both the right and left sides are marked 
on such films. Better still are the uses of 
the labels such as “Rt. Anterior Oblique,” 
etc. 

A little tip that is useful as an aid to 
neatness might be mentioned here. This 
pertains to the marking of spot films of 
the oesophagus or a myelogram. If the 
radiologist makes the spot films on the 
adjacent halves of an 8 x 10 film, he will 
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find it helpful to have R and L markers 
near the ends of a 4” non-opaque strip. 
When this is attached across the mid line 
to the back of the fluoroscopic screen he 
can accurately adjust his fluoroscopic 
shutters to a width of exactly 4”. Asa 
result, there will be no unsightly overlap 
or translucent strip between the pictures 
on each half of the film. (Fig. 3.) 


In bringing this paper to a conclusion, I 
wish to thank you for bearing with me 
while I have talked at such length on so 
mundane a facet of radiography as I have 
chosen to-day. I offer no apologies, how- 
ever, because it is a facet which, if polished 
up a bit will make your films literally 
sparkle.

BROAD HORIZONS 
Some may be pacifists, some militarists; some isolationists, some interventionists; but all who 
gather in Washington, D.C., in June for the second International Convention will have one thing 
in common—radiography. It will matter not the color, race nor creed, the ideologies nor ph:loso- 
phies, the purpose will be the same—to meet on common ground for the exchange of ideas— 
scientific, educational and organizational—that fall within the realm of the x-ray technologist. 


The problems the Canadian technologist confronts may vary somewhat from those that face 
the technologist in the Canal Zone. The Alaskan technician deals with medical diseases that the 
technician in the Virgin Islands may rarely see. Economic problems are different, administrative 
routines vary. In Washington, however, representatives from many states and provinces will 
cross unguarded borders to sit together in rooms and at tables and, with a common technological 
background and unified purpose, will meld their differences. 


Here is an opportunity for technicians from far places to come together and improve their 
technical knowledge. Here is a chance to meet those from another country, observe them, and 
learn some of their customs, language peculiarities, national philosophies. A convention such as 
this offers more than a new radiographic technique, an amendment to a constitution. 


The great majority will speak the same language, with perhaps differences in accent, and 
hence will be able to communicate their knowledge with facility. At this scientific level will 
develop an understanding and a social and professional unity that would be envied by members 
of the United Nations. It will represent, in miniature, the dream of many millions of people— 
the dream of international understanding at all levels. 


Although the international convention at the present time embraces mostly those from the 
United States and Canada, it aims toward a time and a place when its scope will include techni- 
cians from England to Australia, from China to South Africa, from North America to South 
America. With rockets and jets making the world smaller, barriers of all kinds will disappear, 
and the horizons of the technician will become broader. What a thrill it will be in years to come 
to look back and remember that you were part o: that early pioneering step. 


A MESSAGE FROM THE C.S.R.T. PRESIDENT 


No organization could have any greater objective than to improve the standards of its mem- 
bers. There are approximately thirty members on various committees of the C.S.R.T. combining 
their efforts to serve this purpose. The work of the Committee of Qualifications is never done.

INTERIM REPORT 


Interim Report of the Joint Standing Committee on Technical Training of the Canadian 
Association of Radiologists and the Canadian Society of Radiological Technicians 


At an important meeting of this committee 
held on January 15th, 1957, two main items of 
great interest to all Radiologists and Techni- 
cians were discussed: 


1. Revision of the Teachers’ syllabus in keep- 
ing with the newly established separation of 
registration of Technicians in Radiography or 
Radiotherapy or both; 


2. Devising ways and means for setting up 
Minimal Standards for Training Schools and 
then for establishing their acceditation. 

Members of the Committee present were as 
follows: C.A.R.—Drs. Petrie (Chairman), Gill 
Stapleton, Crawford, Bouchard. C.S.R.T. — 
Messrs. Sage (President), Hall, Cheffins, Miss 
Plowman. 


The following are the main points arising 
from the deliberations and recommendations of 
the Committee. 
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Teachers’ Syllabus 

(a) Diagnostic Radiography. The syllabus to 
remain in its present form until revision and 
reprinting becomes necessary; in all probability 
until the new Syllabus on Therapy has been 
established. 

(b) Therapy Syllabus. Owing to the immi- 
nence of the first Therapy Examinations in 
May, 1958, it was agreed that this matter was 
very urgent. On the suggestion and resolution 
of Dr. Jean Bouchard it was agreed unanimously 
that he set up first a Sub-Committee, and second 
a “Working Party” to produce an interim syl- 
labus as follows:- The “Working Party” to be 
composed of Radiotherapists and Radiation 
Physicists residing in the Montreal area, who 
would have such a syllabus formulated by April 
Ist, 1957. This interim syllabus to be used in 
mimeographed form for from one to two years 
on a trial basis. The Sub-Committee, it was 
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felt, should be on a wider national basis and be 
responsible for any necessary revision and for 
finalization of the interim syllabus. 
Examination Questions for Therapy 

It was agreed that with the complete separa- 
tion of Radiography and Radiotherapy being 
implemented the examination questions in Radio- 
therapy be based on the Interim Syllabus pre- 
pared by Dr. Bouchard and his working party. 
(Examination questions in Radiography would 
remain the same as at present.) 
Educational Requirements for Students 

The resolution of the C.S.R.T. Board of 
Directors, August 29th, 1956, recommending to 
the Joint Committee on Technical Training, 
that the one year physics requirement be deleted 
from the prior educational qualifications was 
agreed upon in view of the fact that in many 
cases this was of no practical value to the 
Student, providing that Physics was properly 
taught in the training schools. 


Minimal Standards for Training 
Schools and Accreditation 

Dr. Petrie’s report (Focal Spot issue No. 53) 
was studied and accepted in principle with the 
recommendation that (a) the questionnaire be 
redrawn by the Joint Committee and (b) that 
the Canadian Medical Association and the Cana- 
dian Hospitals’ Association be consulted as to 
the best method of sending out the question- 
naire on facilities for training, and for advice 
as to how the approval of Training Schools 
might best be carried out. 

The above summary has been made at the 
suggestion of Dr. E. A. Petrie, who felt that 
members of the C.S.R.T. should be acquainted 
as soon as possible with the results of the Com- 
mittee’s activities, in view of the wide interest 
and concern felt by many members with regard 
to Technical Training.

Though closely related to the subject “Aorta- 
giams” discussed last month in Ingersoll by 
Adeline Escaf, the very fact that we heard the 
details of this special procedure as carried out 
at Westminster Hospital and saw the equipment 
used there for this purpose made Mr. Silver- 
thorne’s paper doubly interesting to those present 
at the meeting in Ingersoll last month. 

The main point of Ralph’s paper was the 14 x 
36 grid cassette and tunnel used at Westminster 
to give continuity to films of the femoral and 
tibial arteries. This continuity had previously 
been unobtainable with the former method of 
using separate 14 x 17 cassettes. 

Many interesting films were shown, not only 
of the lumbar aorta, iliac vessels, femoral and 
tibial arteries but also some very unusual radio- 
graphs showing a combination of opaque media 
in the colon, aorta with a non-opaque medium 
present in a kidney, all of which served to pro- 
duce a most unusual relief pattern. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Silverthorne’s paper, 
there was a general discussion on the subject. 
From this, the topic turned again to the Second 
International Convention in Washington. 

Toward the end of the evening, the Radiolo- 
gists and the Radiographers met again over 
coffee and the doctors were brought up to date 
on our thoughts re sending a delegate, “expense- 
free,” to the Convention. As a result, the “kitty” 
had a pretty good night. 

After a formal “thank-you” to the Radiolo- 
gists for their co-operation and assistance in 
putting over last year’s Convention here in Lon- 
don, Chairman Tom Patry invited Dr. E. E. 
Johnston to tell us some of the highlights of 
the recent Radiological Meeting in Montreal as 
affecting Technicians and Student Training. 

From Dr. Johnston’s remarks we learned that 
some considerable thought has been given to 
reducing the requirement of High School Physics 
in Student Applications to the Ontario Society 
of Radiographers and that, in view of the pro- 
posed Health Scheme, the day may come when 
the Federal Government may subsidize, partly at 
least, the cost of Student Training. 

Mr. Don Anderson, R:T., of Victoria Hospi- 
tal, voiced the thanks of all visiting members 
for the hospitality received and for the interesting 
programme. 

The presence of our Provincial Secretary, 
Miss Barbara Bolton, in our midst, once again 
a resident of London, was announced to the 
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gathering. 

This was a splendid meeting and, I believe, 
the most progressive one this season. 

We had an inspiring evening at the Stratford 
General Hospital on Wednesday, Feb. 27th, due 
to the fact that the Radiologist, Dr. W. M. Gil- 
more, was kind enough to spend the whole even- 
ing with us and to provide the entire programme. 

Dr. Gilmore’s coloured film and “stills” of his 
motor trip through several states of the United 
States included some very lovely scenes in and 
around Washington, D.C., providing your writer 
with another opportunity to plug the coming 
Convention and our scheme to send a Delegate 
to Washington with all expenses paid. 

From the Radiological Conference which Dr. 
Gilmore attended in Chicago last December, we 
heard a most interesting report on the highly 
controversial subject of the effects of radiation 
on animals and humans. Recommendations re 
safe dosages were shown to have altered some- 
what in the last 10-20 years with the increase in 
knowledge of the subject and many statistics 
were given to demonstrate this fact. 

Dr. Gilmore, in his paper, discussed the pro- 
gress which has been made in establishing con- 
trols over the use of shoe-fitting machines by the 
general public and, at the same, revealed some 
rather startling figures regarding the number of 
unauthorized persons, particularly in the United 
States, who are using x-ray equipment without 
proper training. 

Approximately 25 members were present and, 
as always, new acquaintances were made and old 
ones renewed while being served an exception- 
ally tasty lunch. The evening was happily con- 
cluded: with a vote of thanks tendered by Mr. 
Bob Kay, R.T., of the Woodstock Keneral Hos- 
pital and a tour of the X-ray Department. 

On March 27th fifty members attended a very 
interesting meeting at Victoria Hospital, Lon- 
don. One of our principal speakers, Dr. G. G. 
Copestake, Radiologist at Victoria Hospital, also 
acted as host for the evening and started things 
off with a warm welcome to all members present. 

Following the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting in Stratford by Adeline Escaf, 
we were pleased to hear from Barbara Bolton, 
Secretary of the Ontario Society, a report of the 
Executive Meeting on March 22nd in Hamilton. 
This, of course, was mainly about the coming 
Second International Convention in Washing- 
ton, and the sale of tickets to the Annual Meet- 
ing Dance on May 11th in Oshawa. Barbara 
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explained the object of this rund-raising project 
which is to help provide Ontario’s share of the 
cost of the Convention. The door prize—a cus- 
tom built Hi-Fi set—sounded very attractive. 

Also, from the Executive Meeting, Barbara 
brought a cheque for $15.00, a much-appreciated 
token of support from the Society to the West- 
ern Section’s efforts to send a delegate to the 
Convention. 

Business concluded, the first of our two speak- 
ers, Dr. Aldridge, Radiologist at Victoria, Hos- 
pital, was introduced and this Section heard the 
first of two of the finest papers ever presented 
to it. The subject, “Recent Advances in Intra- 
venous Pyelography and Cholangiography,” was 
dealt with in a most efficient, clear and compre- 
hensive manner. Starting with a diagramtic 
explanation of the physiology of the urinary and 
biliary systems, Dr. Aldridge took us through a 
study of the uses and effects of various opaque 
media, used singly and in combination to out- 
line most satisfactorily the K.U.B. tract and the 
Biliary system. We learned that these two ex- 
aminations can now be performed together at 
one appointment requiring about 90 minutes and 
we were treated to a practical demonstration of 
a much-improved method of obtaining compres- 
sion over the lower ends of the ureters in 
I.V.P.’s. 

Dr. Aldridge told us much, much more and 
gave us all some very useful guides to follow in 
producing not only satisfactory but greatly im- 
proved radiographs of the urinary and biliary 
tracts. 

Our second speaker, Dr. Copestake, Radiolo- 
gist, also at Victoria Hospital, brought forward 
a most delightful yet absorbing illustrated dis- 
cussion of “Cardiac Techiqnue.” Using beauti- 
fully simple drawings, cartoon-style, Dr. Cope- 
stake described first the anatomy of the heart, 
gradually adding to the basic structure until he 
was able to superimpose on his drawings the 
radiographs which are so familiar to all of us. 

Obviously, a great deal of preparation had 
gone into this paper and one of its highlights 
was a model of the heart which was so mounted 
as to not only reveal its anatomy but also its 
silhouette, in shadow on a frosted glass, through- 
out the various degrees of rotation which were 
immediately recognized as representing the 
familiar radiographic and fluoroscopic posi- 
tioning. 

All present were truly impressed with this 
most excellent programme and your Chairman 
felt very inadequate in trying to express the 
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appreciation which was certainly due to Drs. 
Aldridge and Copestake. 

Our thanks also to Mr. Danny Spence, R.T., 
Senior Technician at Victoria Hospital, who 
arranged for the speakers and a delicious lunch.
